1. Most of the meeting was spent in discussing with ©KUSf'fZBACH the 
possibility that Antos is actually EICHMANN, and in trying to' establish 
whether or not the agent was bona fide. The agent's EEI's are relatively 
low level in nature. To date the agent has not carried any written material 
to Berlin and has passed on his reports to the Czech case officer orally; 

The next meeting is to take place on 9 April, Meetings occur approximately 
every six weeks and always take- place on Saturday. It was clear from the 
discussion withj ©KUIStZBACH &/©N that a good many questions could only be 
answered by the fi eld case officer. The case officer is V-1204 who works 
out of Bremen. ©KUpIZBACH described him as quite competent. From our files 
it can be seen that he formerly resided and worked in West Berlin and was 
transferred to Hamburg in early 1955* Such questions as whether the agent 
carries notes with him to the meetings, how the agent assesses EICHMANN, details 
regarding previous meetings, etc., could not be answered by ©KUjfrZBACH. 1 
©KU^TZBACH and JSNiwere also unfamiliar with details regarding" the number of 
times EICHMANN had driven the agent to Templehof. c@EDETZBACH. suggested that 
we go to Bremen and meet with the case officer, V-1204, and discuss the case 
in detail; One of the agent's EETS involved gathering material o n .
